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For the Examiner's convenience, it is noted that enclosed 
U.S. Patent No. 6,274,234 corresponds to FR 2 757 183 which 
was previously cited in the Information Disclosure Statement 
dated May 18, 2001. The French '183 patent discloses atomic 
wires of great length and great stability which are formed on 
the surface of a SiC substrate as straight chains of dimers of 
an element chosen from among SiC and C. In order to produce 
the same, layers of the element are formed on the surface and 
the assembly is constructed by means of annealings of the 
surface provided with the layers. The resulting wires have 
application to nanoelectronics . 
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
